Yet, if the state- 
blent mpugncd be true of any coun- 
try, it ouKht be true of England, where 
capital 
is most concentrated, nnd 


\vherc the method of usiuj; it. charac- 
teristic of the latter half of the uiuo- 
teenth century, are most thoroughly 
applied. 


Mr. Mallock reviews the growth of 


wealth in Great Britain as it is dis- 
closed In statistics during the years 
from }&r>() to 1SSO. These data, show in 
contradiction to the popular view that 
the middle classes are increasing with 
far greater rapidity than the rich. 
while if their Increase is compared 
with that of the working clashes it be- 
comes more extraordinary still. 
By 


the poor are here meant all persons 
whose earnings or incomes fall short 
of $"7.0 a year: In th<> so-called middle 
clashes arc comprised all individuals 
or families whose annual earnings or 
incomes range from .$7.~>0 to $r>,<>0(); by 
the rich are meant those- whose in- 
comes exceed $.">,0(iO a year. It is the 
'Middle classes and the rich, a<< thus 
defined, who pay the income tax in 
tln> I ultrd Kingdom, and v. e have con- 
sequently an easy and trust worthy 
means of ascertaining their fjro \vtli in 
numbers from year to y*>ar, a 
1* com- 


pared with (lint of the rest of the pop- 
ulation. 
Now from 1S.".0 to 1SSO the 


tornl population of the T'nited Knijr- 
dom increased from about 27.riUO.000 to 
3r>,000,00u; on the other hand, the in- 
come-tax-payinp: population was, in tho 
first-named 'year, 1 ."('O.OitO. whereas it 
wa< more than 4.r>00/K)0 in 1SS1. If 
these two amounts are deducted from 
the totals :it the two dates, we ob- 
viously have a working class popula- 
tion of 20,000.000 in 1ST.O and of :$().- 
ROO.dOO in 18S1: it follows that durinff 
tin' three decades named the working 
classes increased 1>.\ only about !."> per 
cent., while the middle rla'-se, iucrea.s- 
ed by more than :i»'0 per < cnt. Instead, 
then, of the poor beromiat; poorer, the 
statistics prove that they nre mounting 
rapidly Into the comfortable middle 
class, comprising persons whose an- 
nual income* amount to $7.">0 a year 
or over, which income, it must also be 
remembered. po«ewd In 1SXO a much 
greater purchasing power than they 
did thirty .rears before. 


This is by no means the whole of the 


case of the current assertion that the 
rich nre becoming rl«-hci- and the poor 
poorer. lie noes on to show that not 
only has the number of the comfort- 
able class increased at n rate out of all 
proportion to that of the rest ol" thrt 
community but that the income of those 
who mav be '-aid to have been left lie- 
hind in the "woikmg" <l:iss exhibit an 
enormous and almost incredible aggre 
<r:ito advance. It apBPflr« that durin? 
the nrst sixty jcars of tins coutury 
the aucivfiate incomes of the workins 
cla^-tv rove to such an extent that in 
the year 1S<id il wns equal (all deduc- 
tions for the increse of population be- 
ing made) to the income of all classes 
combined in ihe year 
]SOi>. 
A still 


more amazing fact brought out by the 
statistics is that a result precisely sim- 
ilar has been since1 accomplished ifl 
one-half the time. In 1SSO the airgrc- 
srati income of all working classes was 
(all deductions for the increase of pop- 
ulations Vieing made) more than equal 
to the income of .ill clashes in the jenr 
IS.'ii Tims the working classes of the 
Tnited Kingdom in ISliO were in pre- 
cisely the same pecuniary position as 
the workins clascs of 1800 vunild have 
been had the entire wealth of the king- 
dom been placed in their hands; and. 
secondly, the working classes oT to-day 
are in a better pecuniary position than 
their fathers would have he-en could 
they have plundered nnd divided be- 
tween them the wealth of every rich 
and middle-class man in the kingdom 
at the time of the building of the Crys- 
tal 1'nlnce used for the Irst London 
Exhibition. 
Mr. Mallock pofnts out 


that the wildest Socialist cannot po«- 
fclblv claim for the people moie wealth 
th.in exists, no matter what revolution 
he nnirht be able to accomplish. Y< t, 
In point of fact, this miracle of redis- 
tribution has taken place twice in the 
course of three generation*, not only 
without any attempt at revolution, but 
In consequence of the very institution 
against which the would-be revolution- 
ists protest. 


\Ve may notice one other current fal- 


lacy which Mr. Mallock has disposed 
of 
In the minds of many persons a 


\ncrne belief exists that there is in tho 
T'nitcd Kingdom a colossal unoccupied 
class of luxurious and worthless per- 
sons. Now, it is true thnt the class de- 
scribed ns "unoccupied" is slated in 
the BritUh census at something like r>r> 
per cent, of the whol«> number: aud 
this fixure certainly looks startling un- 
til we learn what it «tands for. As a 
mat tor of fact we must deduct from it 
nearly all women, nearly all children 
under !,"», nearly all males over CM. all 
lunatics, all deaf and dumb persons. 
Ky making such indispensable dcdrc 
tious we reduce the number of (he un- 
occupied to 200,000; again, of fieso we 
find that more than 40.000 are men 
who have retired from business after 
their fifty-fifth year, an.1 neailv (>,n<M 
fire pensioners about the «ame age. As 
a matter of fact the numbor of male* 
between 20 and 07> returned a« 'living 
on their means" is not more :5,j,n 02.- 
000 in the whole United Kingdom, and 
a larcc number of these are men who 
have returned to England to live after 
1m Ing acquired fortunes in foreign 
countries. 


These facts will be found hard nnt« 


to crack by the popular agitators, who 
argue from the unfounded postulate 
that under the existing social and eco- 
nomic regime the rich are growing 
richer and the poor poorer. 


However, although these facts arc 


' nrd on the agitators, we must hope 
hat they will grow smaller each year, 
nd we must not be misled by the sny- 
•u that the rich are growing richer 
and the jxror poorer.

000 pounds jasmine. aoo.000 pounds 
cassia blossoms, 300.000 pounds tube 
roses and 400,000 pounds violets. The 
average price paid for these blossoms 
per pound is: 
Rose, G cents; or- 


ange blossoms, seven cents: jasmine, 
twenty-five cents: tube roses, fifty 
cent-*, and violets and cassia blossoms, 
forty cents, 
One plant or" violets fur- 


nishes about six: ounces of blossoms 
aud an orange tree about 
twenty 


pounds. 


A woman can gather forty pounds of 


roses in four hours, or six pounds of 
jasmine iu the same time. She can 
pick twelve pounds of tulx> roses in a 
third of a ilay, but it takes a full day's 
work to gather twenty pounds of viol- 
els or orange blossoms. 


To obtain one pound of essence re- 


quires:—Of roses. 32,000 pounds, or 
nearly 5.000,000 single blossoms; 2,000 
pounds of orange blossoms, or 1,200- 
000 single flowers. Each year's output 
of the district amounts to 1,000,000 
pounds of pomades, or cosmetics, and 
1,000,000 of odorous fluids.

Chair- 
man Philips, who is a large stockholder 
In the Pure Oil Company, a rival of 
the Standard, arose and said that he 
wished it understood that he was con 
uected with that company, but he also 
wished to distinctly declare that he 
and his company were willing to sub- 
mit to any legislation designated to 
protect the interests of all. Ills com- 
pany, he said, was incorporated accord- 
ing to the Inw and wan proceeding law- 
fully. He had no objection to this 
btatement being entered as evidence.

BMH Abolished. 


Washington, Sept. 10. -A measure for 


further relief of the Porto Ricaiis ha* 
bt'cn devised by the War Department. 
Secretary Root has prepared an order, 
to become operative at ouce. providing 
for the free importation of Porto Ulcaa 
coffee Into Cuba. 


The recent storms destroyed fully 


half of the ungathered coffee crop, but 
a large supply Is on hand In the store- 
houses. That stock, It Is believed, can 
be moved and turned Into eajsh at once 
through the operation of the new order, 
for Cuba Is a large consumer of Porto 
Riean coffee. According to \he Span- 
ish customs report of 1897. Porto Illco 
exported $18.000,000 worth of products, 
of which $12.000.000 represented the 
value of the coffee exports. Fully one- 
third of the coffee exported is sent to 
Cuba. 


The present duty on coffee at the 


Cuban 
custom houses anwunts to 


$ 12.50 per l.(KX> kilograms. Ihe duty is 
abolished by the terms of the order ar- 
ranged for the Porto Rleans. The re- 
sult, it is expected, is to be unprece- 
dented sale for Porto Ri^an coffee as 
the removal of the duty frees it from 
competition in the Cuban coftee mar- 
kets. It is believed, nteo, that the 
Porto Kicans \\ill be able to obtain an 
increased price for their coffee com- 
mensurate with the amount of the duty 
abolished. 


The department had intended also to 


abolish the customs on Porto Rican to- 
bacco imported into Cuba. That, how- 
ever, aroused so much opposition from 
the Cubans that the idea was aban- 
doned.

vided suit shall be brought within six 
months after payment or delivery of 
tho money lost.

Louis Wagner, forn.er- 
ly Director of Public, Works aud tEivsi- 
dent of the Third National Bank In 
that city. It was brought here and the 
am»s>t mado by Detectives Thomas 11 
Beckett and William Stutz. 


The alleged offence for which Major 


Hastings was arrested dates back fho 
years. At that time he wns tile "man- 
ager of the Garcia Truss Company of 
Philadelphia, a concern in v> IIK h Gov- 
Hastiugs and <!on. Louis Wagner were 
both financially interested. T)ic charge 
is made that Major Hastings shipped 
a largo number of boxes, which he s-nid 
contained u big consignment of trusses, 
to South America. On thl« representa- 
tion and presentation of the bill of Jad- 
ing, through the influence of (-Jen \\ air- ! 
nor. Hastings secured $5,000 from tho 
Third National Bank. With this nwnoy 
in his possession, it is said, ho left *he 
country in 1S!)5. Hardly had he gone 
when it wa learned that the rcpresunt- 
od shipments to South America consist- 
ed of boxes tilled with refuse ofno 
value whatever. 


From that time until recently Mi»ior 


Hastings has IH'OII a wanderer on the 
Continent, ^pending- his time in France, 
Germany, Italy and Spaiu. During'his 
absence abroad he wrote to Gov lift- 
ings demanding the payment, of n MHO 
of money he said was due him. ITIs de- 
mands not being complied with '>e then 
resorted to publishing and circulating 
hero and elsewhere in the State sc.ir- 
rilous and denunciatory letters, not 
only about Gov. Hastings and family, 
but many other of BellefonteHj citlJtFfls. 
Tho tone of the cirouars showed evi- 
dences of a diseased mind.

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THE MONEY MARKET. 


A Financial Stringency Developing 


iu New York. 


Washington, Sept. 10.—Information 


has boon received by the Secretary ol 
the Treasury from private resources 
that a financial stringency is develop- 
ing in tkc Now York money market, 
and -moans are under consideration for 
relieving the situation. The Treasury 
Department has beuu watching for 
some time the money conditions in 
Xew York, as evidenced by the weekly 
bank statements, and it was seen sev- 
eral weeks ago that a situation was 
likely to develop which would need thp 
offices of the Treasury Department to 
relievo. Very recently it has learned 
that tho expected stringent condition 
of money in Xew York banking circles 
has actually armed, and that the bank 
statement issued Saturday showed that 
tho reserves are only £4 000,000 or $5,- 
000,000 above tho minimum prescribed 
by law. Money is wild to bo becoming 
tighter all the time, and it is predicted 
that by the middle of autumn, nnlcss 
sonic relief is afforded, the situation 
will bc 
k an embarrassing ono. 


When Sec. Gage was asked atSout" 


the matter ho said that he did not teel 
at this time like anticipating any ac- 
tion which the Treasury Department 
might see fit to take to relie\e the situ- 
ation in New York. He said further 
that he had received no request fqr re- 
lief from tho New York bankers, and 
that for the present It was best tor tie • 
Treasury administration not to .cross 
the bridge until the bridge was[leagued, JJ 


There is no doubt, howe^K -tnafc.- -' 


prompt asssitance will be rendered by 
the Treasury when it becomes neces- 
sary. Tho officials of tho T-reasnry 
partmcnt nalize that a cause-c'otitri 
Ing more or less to the present situa- 
tion among the Xew York lirniksvls.-iJiCi 
pajmcnt of funds to the Government 
on account of revenues and other obli- 
gations. It is believed that Secretary 
Gage will, if the Now York bankers-re-

It U curious what little' attention 


people pay to their.1 teeth. If anyone'! 
boots begin to wear out he has them 
repaired at once, and when a button 
•ets loose he has it sewn on, but un- 
less a bad toothache drives him to the 
dentist he will let every tooth in hi* 
mouth wear down to a stump without 
giving it a thought. 


Of course tbe result in moit cases la 


bad dyspepsia, besides an exceedingly 
ugly disfigurement of tbe mouth. 


Yet nothing is easier for people of or- 


dinary good health than to keep sound 
teeth in their heads until they have 
reached a good old age. But co do this 
they should begin to take care of them 
when comparatively young. 


Qne of the commonest causes of bad 


teeth is taking food too hot. 
When 


you drink a cup of very hot tea the en- 
antel covering of the teeth expands, 
and afterward, when you breathe tbe 
cold air, It contracts. This alternate 
swelling and shrinking makes the en- 
amel fall to pieces, and once the hard 
covering goes tbe spongy Inner sub- 
stance crumbles away in no time. 


To prove how destructive hot food 


Is, says the Philadelphia Inquirer, a 
dentist recently performed an instruc- 
tive experiment. H« sot a glass of hot 
and a glass of cold water, and placed 
a perfectly sound tooth first in one, 
then in the other, and so on, back- 
ward and forward, several 
hundred 


times with the curious result that the 
enamel was completely worn off. 


Every one knows the injurious ef- 


fects of acid on the teeth. Yet many 
foolish girls drink vinegar to make 
their faces pale, and, as they think, in- 
teresting. Of course the teeth pay the 
penalty. A young girl who consulted 
me lately had lost almost every tooth 
in her head from sucking lemons, and 
some of my most 
profitable patients 


are people given to eating pickles. It 
is not necessary altogether to avoid 
acids, but a Uttle jar- of bicarbonate of 
soda should be kept on every one's 
waehstand and 
the teeth should be 


rinsed in water in which some of It 
has been dissolved. This, by the tvay, 
is a never-failing cure lor that kind 
of toothache that attacks the whole 
Jaw at once. 


Some people say that sweets are bad 


for the teeth. I am not quite sure of 
that. West Indians, who actually live 
on sugar during the harvesting of the 
cane, have ivories like snow and with- 
out a flaw. But when one's teeth have 
begun to decay the sugar lodges in the 
crevices and a 
little miciobe, who 


makes his home ia the mouth, con- 
verts It into acid. This acid, of course, 
attacks the phosphate of lime which 
composes the dentine, and then, cer- 
tainly, sugar Is bad. 


But cracking nuts with the teeth Is 


destructive. If you crack nuts you are 
£>ure also to crack the enamel. Theie- 
fore, don't crack nuts. Put them on 
the ground and stamp on them. 


Tooth powders and tooth washes are 


answerable for many a toothache and 
decayed tooth. 
The powders usually 


sold are gritty; pastes contain injuri- 
ous chemicals, and though both help 
^torlean the teeth taey inevitably wear 
away the enamel. Most of the washes, 
such as tinctuie of myrrh, keep the 
gums more or less inflamed and finally 
loosen tho teeth. 
Hard tooth brushes 


ruin the gums. 
\ 


The best way to clean your teeth i^ 


to wipe them with a bit of a sponge at- 
tached to a handle, using tepid water 
containing a trace of some mild antl- 
cepflc. 
If you uee a biush rub it up 


and down, not froi:) side to side. 


Smoking tobacco cannot fail to color 


the teeth yellow, ar.'l probably it weak- 
ens the gums and brings on decay. 
Still, you can scai .ely be expected to 
do without your sraoke for the sake of 
a few teeth. 


But whatever pr< .autlons you take 


one or two of your teeth will probably 
begin to go. The moment this hap- 
pens visit a dentist and have the cavi- 
ty filled. This is , ^ally the most im- 
portant rule with regard to the teeth. 
And you will save money by the opera- 
tion, for it is cheaper to have a tooth 
filled today than 
replaced 
twelve 


months hence.

Yet botu our eyes are needed to see 


well. It becomes, therefore, highly im- 
portant to observe how the child uses 
its eyes in order to correct those atti- 
tudes which tend to injury of the sight 
as well as the health. Children in writ- 
i"g rarely fail to give the head an in- 
clination by which the eyes are placed 
at unequal distances from the paper. 
They are also apt to incline their head 
too far and acquire the habit of bring- 
ing it too near, as when they try to ac- 
commodate themselves to a feeble light. 
Not 
sufficient 
attention is given to 


these matters, especially when we con- 
sider the consequences of such habits 
in mature age. 
A large proportion of our defects orig- 


inate in want of proper care during 
childhood. We do wrong to such won- 
derful tools as our senses when we do 
^ot give them the education they need, 
'it is ,not surprising that parents who 
are ab particular about the way theh 
children hold their spoon or fork pay 
so little attention to the way they use 
their eyes.

The match was decided on a Thames 
steamer plying between London and 
Chelsea, and by taking up his position 
well forward the smoker had the full 
benefit of the wind. The contest began 
at 10 a. m., and in the first hour the 
smoker consumed sixteen cigars. After 
nine hours' smoking eighty-six had 
been disposed of, and with three hours 
to go and only fourteen to smoke, the 
backer of time gave in. The winner de- 
clared that be felt no discomfort dining 
the contest and finished off the 100 ci- 
gars that evening. 
More lecemly a 


solid silver cigar case and 200 cigars 
were offered to the bmokpr who con- 
sumed most cigars in two hours. Food, 
drink 
and medicine were 
forbidden. 


There were seventeen entries. Aftei the 
first hour the competitors reined 
The 


winner, who smoked without pause 
from stait to finish, reduced ten large 
cigars to ashes In the two hours, while 
hJs nearest competitors only finished 
seven. The people of Lille are inverer- 
ate smokers, and to decide the champi- 
onship of the town a smoking contest 
was held. Bach competitor was pro- 
vided with a pipe, fifty grammes (about 
an ounce and three-quarters) of tobac- 
co and a pot of beer. The ono who 
smoked the tobacco first was to be the 
winner. At the signal the air was filkd 
with clouds of smoke In thirteen min- 
utes a workingman 45 years of age had 
reduced hi& weed to ashes, while seven 
minutes later the second man finished 
his little smoker. After snch herculean 
smoking matches it is scarcely neces- 
sary to mention the American contest, 
in which the winner smoked 100 cigar- 
ettts In six hours and thirty-five min- 
utes. 


811k Spun by Shellfish. 


A shellfish, known as the pianna, in 


tho Mediterranean, has the curious 
power of spinning a viscid silk, which 
is made in Italy into a regular fabric. 
The silk is spun by the shellfish, in the 
first place, for the purpose of attach- 
ing itself to the rocks. It Is able to 
guide tbe delicate filaments to the 
pi oner place and then glut them fail, 
and if they are 
cut av*jr ft can re- 


produce 
them. The material

wnsheft in soap and water, dried and 
straightened, one pour.a of th« coarne 
filament yielding thit* ounce* of the 
fine thread, which, when spun, » or 
a lovely burnished golden-brown color. 


Fish That Sport Double Tails. 


Two tails attached to a fish! Few 


people have ever seen such a freak of 
nature. Nearly every one has seen the 
pretty bushtail goldfish that have four 
or five, or sometimes more, long, wavy, 
filmy tails, but very few people know 
but that very few of them are born that 
way. When the little goldfish are very, 
very young their flesh is as clear as 
glass, so that one can see every bone 
in their tiny bodies. At this time the 
few that are born with two or more 
tails are put by themselves, and then 
a queer looking old Jap, with a great 
magnifying glass fastened in front of 
his eye, and wee sharp tools handy, 
reaches down under the water and cuta 
off the tails of the plain little fish, and 
then three or four of 'these tails are 
jointed on the back bone where the one 
was cut off and fastened there with 
tiny bandages until they grow fast. 


The Japanese, who are very skilful 


in queer things of this kind, grow the 
finest goldfish in the world, and it is a 
very good business, for very fine fish 
of this kind often bring as much as 
f 300 to $500, and one sold not long ago 
for $1,000.

Hns Ticked KIvc Centuries. 


Rouen, one of the principal cities o£ 


France, and the greatest seat of its 
cotton manufactuie, possesses the ol- 
dest public clock in the world. 
The 


gieat Rouen clock has held its place in 
that cily for 510 years and is the pride 
of its citizens. Placed in 1389, it lus 
been 
running 
without interruption 


from that day to this, requiring noth- 
ing except cleaning and a few trifling 
repairs of its accessory parts. 
The 


great clock had so accustomed the cit- 
izens to look upon its exactitude as a 
matter of course that when, m 1572, 
the breaking of a wire prevented its 
sounding 5 o'clock one morning the 
population was in a state of consterna- 
tion. 


The magistrates summoned the cus- 


todian—Guillaume Petit—and icmon- 
strated gravely with him Until 1712 
the great clock had no pendulum. For 
323 yeais it had no other regulator than 
a "foliot," an apparatus unknown to the 
majority of modern clockmakers The 
pendulum in clockwork was introduced 
m 1659, but so well satisfied were the 
people of Rouen with the time-keeping 
qualities of their famous old clock that 
fifty-three years were allowed to pass 
before a pendulum was substituted for 
the "ioliot." Equipped with this new 
apparatus it has continued to this day 
to strike the hours and 
chime the
